This “league 
of planets” is after all no such 
formidable affair. Even granting 
for argument’s sake that it is the 
pull of planetary attraction which 
causes sunspots, the expected com- 
bination is unlikely to effect any- 
thing so extraordinarily in excess 
of past experience. Two cf the 
seven planets, Neptune and 
Uranus, are at such an immense 
distance from the sun that their 
presence in the combination -will 
make little difference, and Saturn, 
the next largest after Jupiter, is 
also very far away. . 
Large though they are their 
distance is such that the three to- 
gether do not exercise much more 
pull upon the sun-than ‘our little 
earth alone, it being so” much 
nearer. That’ is.my calculation 
and I do not think it is far out. If 
my advice is worth anything, I 
recommend you to go to rest as 
usual on the night af December 


16th, unless the night is clear and | 


you care-to sit up. to watch the 
planets, four of which will be well 
visible to the eye about three 
o'clock in.the morning. I think 
that is sound science as far as it 
goes, and I see no reason for try- 
ing to go farther. 


As for the religious bearings of |. 


the matter, I am sorry to know 
that-some of the excellent people 
who-are always looking out for a 
speedy winding up cf the present 
age have beer exploiting this pre- 
carious prophecy. They will find 
that they have only raised one 
more hogey which time will de- 
prive of its terrors.
